T hirteen m iles of 
Adams 
county 
roads are included in the omnibus bill 
which waff finally passed by the sta te 
legislature 
a t 
th e 
closing 
sesstmr 
Thursday. 
This county fared b etter than m any 
others in securing sections to he tak^*n 
over, im proved and m aintained by the 
state highw ay departm ent a fte - Ju ly 
I, 192H. 
Some counties failed to se 
cure a mile of highw ay in the omni 
bus m easure, and others received as 
low as seven miles. 
Not all of the roads in Adams coun­ 
ty, asked for by R epresentative Ed 
ward L. W W kort, Jr., were included 
in the hill, but th e assem blym an ex ­ 
pressed him self as being well pleased 
with the result. 
The road, included in the om nibus 
m easure, begins at Biglerville, passes 
through Table Rock, crosses the G et- 
tysh u rg -IIarrisb u rg 
road 
at 
Dick 
Shriver’*, 
passes 
through 
H unters­ 
town, turns left at th e white house, 
passes Pine’s church, through New 
C hester to H am pton. 
S tate fiefs Control In 192K 
A fter July I, 192K, this road will 
pass out of the jurisdiction of the 
tow nships, now charged with its m ain­ 
tenance, into th - hands of the state 
highw ay departm ent, 
as

road. 
The road 
probably 
will 
be 
macadam ized a fte r it passes into state 
control. 
The om nibus m easure at first c a r­ 
ried 1.200 miles of road throughout 
the state, hut was pared down by the 
legislature until only 700 miles re ­ 
mained.

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QUAKER CITY IS 
READY FORTHUGS 


Five Armored Cars Will be Used 
by Philadelphia Police to 
Fight Banditry. 


Philadelphia.— Five specially built 
arm ored motor cars, a dozen machine 
guns and a highly trained squad to 
operate them compose the grim chal­ 
lenge flung down by the Philadelphia 
police 
to modernized 
bandit gangs 
who contem plate depredations in this 
city. 
Credit for the idea of forming what 
is believed by the local authorities to 
be the only unit of its kind in the I 
country is given to Brigadier General 
Smedley D. Butler, who is now in 
China with the United States marines. 
General Butler suggested the form ing 
of the unit while director of public 
safety here, but the plan was not put > 
into effect. 
“Prairie fires can he fought only 
by building other fires,” was the Char­ 
acteristic 
statem ent 
of the “ Fiery 
Marine," "and with these thugs get­ 
ting the machine gun habit, we had 
better prepare likewise.” 
The arm ored cars are being built 
under the supervision of Col. Cyrus S. 
Radford, commandant of the United 
States Marine Corps Q uarterm aster’s 
Depot here, for the police department. 
Bovite, a steel said to be of higher 
quality and greater resistance to im­ 
pact than chrome-vanadium steel, is 
being used in their construction and 
they 
will 
he equipped with safety 
glass windshields. 
Tests of the glass ' 
showed that a machine 
gun 
bullet 
fired at a distance of 36 feet caused 
only a slight crack in the glass. Con­ 
tinuous firing of 25 of the .45 calibre, 
steel-jacketed bullets finally* penetrat­ 
ed the glass, the last three bullets 
falling 
without 
force 
through an 
nhrasure about an inch and a half in 
diameter. 
Under 
command 
of 
Lieutenant 
H arry Edw ard, the machine gun squad 
is practicing daily at the Model Farm s 
on the outskirts of the city. The guns 
are of the type to which may be fitted 
either a m agazine containing 20 car­ 
tridges 
or 
with 
drums of various 
sizes, containing from 50 to 500 car­ 
tridges. 
Director of Public Safety George 
W. Elliott has 
announced 
that the 
squad will not be ordered to dmty until 
the men have completed a compre­ 
hensive course of instruction, not only 
in the actual firing of 
the 
weapon, 
but of taking it down and setting it in 
working order. 
The director em pha­ 
sized the fact that citizens will not fie 
exposed to any unusual danger by the 
presence of the machine gun squad.
